(a) Baggers; 

(b) Loaders; 

(c) Palawallas; 

(d) Stitchers.

(v) The foodgrain workers shall be employed in gangs, each gang consist- 

ing of such number of workers as may be fixed by the Board.

By Government of India, Ministry of Labour and Employment’s letter No. 28/ 
14/62LRIV. dated 28th February, 1962- the dispute between the Godown Khalasis 
Union of Storage sheds at the port of Visakhapatnam and their employers over 
enhancement of wage rates was referred for adjudication with the following 
issues framed; 

“Whether the demand of the Godown Khalasis for increase in wages is 
justified and, if so, to what extent?” 

The following 7 employers were mentioned in Schedule I to the order of 
reference as parties to the dispute:

(6) M/s. La Rive & Co., 

(7) M/s. Best & Co., Visakhapatnam. 

Notices to file claims statements and counters were issued to them and to the 
Presidents Port Khalasis and the Dock Workers Unions, Visakhapatnam. By 
letter, dated 15th March 1062, the Shipping Employers’ Federation reported on 
4th April 1962 that the dispute referred to by the order of reference has been 
amicably settled on 28th February 1962, It also enclosed a copy of memorandum 
of settlement, and, prayed that an aAvord in terms of the settlement may be 
passed. Similar reports and reque ,ts were received from the President, Dock 
Workers Union and the President, Poit Khalasis Union, 


2. I scrutinised the memorandum of settlement. I found that though Messrs. 
La Rive & Co., were mentioned as an employer at serial 0 in schedule I, yot, they 
did not find a mention in the memorandum of settlement, instead. M/s. D. S. 
Narayana & Co., have been specified in il. To get an explanation for this and to 
arrange for identification of signatures on the memorandum of settlement, I 
wrote to the parties, and to the Conciliation Officer (C) and finally had to come 
over to Visakhapatnam at the earliest opportunity, 

3. Today, the Conciliation Officer (C) Sri O. Maheepathi, the President, Poit 
Khalasis Union, Sri P. Manavalayya Naidu, are present. They stated that the 
Chairman, Shipping Employers’ Federation has signed the memorandum of 
settlement as representative of all th seven employers mentioned in the schedule 
I- that the Chairman, is seriously ill and at Delhi, awaiting an operation, and 
tfiat as he signed in ihei r presence they can identify his signature, and also that 
of the President of Dock Workers Union They identified the signatures. 


4 Regarding the omission of M/s. La Riv,' & Co . I found that M/s. Best & Co., 
are their principals; and that not only they (M/s. Best & Co.), have signed on 
the memorandum but the Chaiiman, Shipping Employers’ Federation also signed 
representing them, M/s. La Rive & Co. being members of the federation. 

5 Regarding the inclusion of M/s. D. S. Narayana & Co. I found that they 
were expressly included in the settlement, as they were interested and were not 
members of Shipping Employers’ Federation. It is evident therefore, that. M/s. 
D S Narayana & Co., were not paitics to the dispute and yet they have signed 
the memorandum of settlement- I regularise this, by making them a puity, as 
they also employ Godown labour and are, thereioie, a necessary and proper 
party to the dispute.

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2. I issued notices to all the five parties to the dispute to file their Claims state- 
ments on 22nd February 1902. On 21st March 1985, the President of Port Khalasis 
Union, wrote that a settlement has been reached on 17th March 1902 between the 
Shipping Employers’ Federation’s representative and their workmen represented 
by the Port Khalasis Union. A signed copy of the same was also enclosed. 

3. I scrutinised the memorandum of settlement" and found two defects in it. The 
first was that it was not signed by all the five parties to the dispute. Again, No 
settlement was reached on issue No. (ii) specified above. ‘Accordingly I sought 
clarification from the President, Port Khalasis Union and the Conciliation Officer 
(Central;. The ilrst mentioned did not reply. The Conciliation Officer replied, but, 
stated that he could not say why issue No. (ii) was omitted and why the 32 em- 
ployers mentioned in Schedule I to tbe order of reference did not sign. I posted 
the hearing at Visakhapatnam at the earliest opportunity for today, the 28th May, 
1902. 


4, Today Sri O. Maheepathi, Conciliation Officer (C), Sri D. Benarjee, Secretary, 
Visakhapatnam Stevedores Association, Sri V. V. Rao, Chairman, Visakhapatnam 
Steamship Agents Association, Sri K. Ramachandra Rao, for M/s. K. Ramaorahmam 
& Sons (P) Etd., Vlsaknapatnam, and Sri P. Manavaiayya Naidu, President, Port 
Khalasis Union, are present. Except Sri K. Ramachandra Rao on behalf of M/s. 
K. Ramabrahmam & Sons (P) Ltd., Visakhapatnam, none of the 32 employers 
specifled in Schedule I were piesent. I set them ex-parte. 

5. The representatives present explained that as will be seen from the Memoran- 
dum of settlement Shipping Employers Federation represented the Chairman, 
Steamship Agents Association and the Secretary, Stevedores Association, and has 
signed in the representative capacity on their behalf also. Regarding the omission 
of issue No. 2. the President, Port Klialasla Union, stated that the Union did not 
press this issue. It may, therefore, be deemed as withdrawn. The signatures of 
H K. Banerjee, who was not present due to illness was identified by the Concilia- 
tion officer and Sri Manavaiayya Naidu identified his own signature.
